Mr. Bryan was the recipient 
of a continuous ovation. 
Arriving in 
Louisville with the reception com m it­ 
tee on two special trolley cars. Mr. 
Bryan passed through an unbroken 
lane of people from the river’s edge 
until he reached Phoenix Hill park, at 
the opposiie end of the city, seven 
miles away. 
As the cars bearing th e 
party reached the heart of town they 
took th e line at the head of a proces­ 
sion over a mile long, which was w ait­ 
ing to begin its m arch to Phoenix 
Hill. 
T he crush along the line of 
m arch In the downtown shopping dis­ 
trict was so great that police reserves 
were unable to m anage it. 
W omen 
and children w ere endangered at a 
num ber of congested points, and m any 
minor accidents occurred as the re­ 
sult of overcrowding.

One 
hundred 
shares 
of stock, 
the 
witness 
said, 
would be sold to one broker by an­ 
other, and then Bold to another bro­ 
ker, and so on, so that the stock ex­ 
change records would indicate that 
American Ice company stock was In 
great demand. T he price would n atu r­ 
ally go up. 
Thus it appeared that In May, 1906. 
188,000 shares of ice stock bad been 
bought and sold, and in A ugust of 
the sam e year 168,000 shares had been 
traded in. 
Mr. Moxley read his fig­ 
ures from each of the fifty-nine tabu­ 
lated sheets and endeavored to trace 
the various transactions so as to show, 
the w itness asserted, th a t "m atched 
sales” were made.

A man named Powell is said to have 
been forced to accompany the mob. 
Powell had been stopping at the ho­ 
tel and when the riders called every­ 
one out and compelled them to line 
up, Powell, Colonel Taylor, Captain 
Rankin and a surveyor, whose name 
Is unknown, are said to have been 
taken away, the others being permit 
ted to return to their beds. 
Powell states, it is said, that afte? 
killing Rankin, a vote was taken re­ 
garding the disposition to be made of 
Taylor. 
During the dispute, Taylor 
made a dash and jumped into the 
bayou, starting to swim across it.

away and brought back the story of 
the escape, or attempted escape, of 
Taylor.

Paris, Oct. 
21.—The 
feeling 
in 
French government circles is distinct­ 
ly nervous, both with regard to the 
situation in the Balkans and the pro­ 
posed International congress. Official 
advices from Turkey indicate that the 
Turkish government is manifesting 
some impatience because Bulgaria has 
failed to present any official commu­ 
nication since Turkey received the 
French assurance made in the name 
of Emperor Ferdinand, while from 
Sofia comes the information that the 
Mallnoff cabinet still refuses to accept 
the advice of Ferdinand, who advo­ 
cates a peaceful settlement, and in­ 
sists that It would be preferable to 
go to war than to pay an Indemnity. 
Until the Bulgarian ministry yields 
definitely. It Is considered by the offi­ 
cials of the French government that 
the danger of war has not been dis­ 
pelled. 


Democratic Candidate Pastes in Re­ 


view Before Thousands of People 


Along a Lins of March Seven Miles 


In 
Length— Women 
and Children 


Endangered at a Number of Con­ 


gested Points and Many Minor Ac­ 


cidents Occurred. 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 21.—Passing in 
review before thousands of people 
along the line of march, followed by 
a parade of many hundreds of march­ 
ers, and speaking to more people than 
the sound of his voice could reach, 
William Jennings Bryan made a brief 
rally south of the Ohio river. The 
rally in Louisville was, for Mr. Bryan, 
the culmination of one of the busiest 
days of the campaign, and the out­ 
pouring here equalled and possibly 
surpassed anything in the way of a 
demonstration the candidate has met 
with since he was notified of his nom­ 
ination. 
From the time he left New 
Albany, Ind., just across the Ohio 
river, until he spoke his final word of 
farewell, Mr. Bryan was the recipient 
of a continuous ovation. Arriving in 
Louisville with the reception commit­ 
tee on two special trolley cars, Mr. 
Bryan passed through an unbroken 
lane of people from the river’s edge 
until he reached Phoenix Hill park, at 
the opposite end of the city, seven 
miles away. As the cars bearing the 
party reached the heart of town they 
took the line at the head of a proces­ 
sion over a mile long, which was wait­ 
ing to begin its march to Phoenix 
Hill. 
The crush along the line of 
march in the downtown shopping dis­ 
trict was so great that police reserves 
were unable to manage it. Women 
and children were endangered at a 
number of congested points, and many 
minor accidents occurred as the re­ 
sult of overcrowding. 


Cheered for Fifteen Minutes. 
Arriving at Phoenix Hill park, Mr. 
Bryan was cheered for fifteen min­ 
utes, and It. was only with difficulty 
that the crowd could be induced to 
check the enthusiasm long enough to 
allow him to speak. 
He found it 
necessary to deliver three addresses 
—one to an audience that packed 
Phoenix hall; another to an even 
larger crowd in the park outside, and 
a third to the paraders massed in an 
open space near the park. 
He also 
made short speeches at two other 
points, one of them being addressed 
to a delegation of railroad employes. 
In beginning each of his speeches, 
Mr. Bryan devoted considerable at­ 
tention to the welcome given him. He 
declared amid frantic yells that the 
turnout had been of such a size as to 
leave the Democrats no option but to 
make “My Old Kentucky Home” the 
national anthem, when they assumed 
charge of the administration. Before 
he had spoken more than five min­ 
utes, Mr. Bryan found it necessary to 
issue a witty but peremptory order to 
the crowd around the platform to 
give way, the crowd obeying just in 
time to prevent the possible injury of 
a hundred or more persons who were 
standing up on chairs and were en­ 
dangered by throngs pressing in from 
the outside. 
A large mass of people unable to get 
back on the floor were swaying dan­ 
gerously. 
Mr. Bryan’s main address empha­ 
sized two points. He repeated his 
charge that the Republicans were ex­ 
pecting to buy the election lf pur­ 
chase was possible, and declared that 
a high tariff was a breeder of panics. 
The tour of Mr. Bryan through In­ 
diana was a notable one. Accus­ 
tomed though he is to large crowds 
and lusty cheers, the demonstrations 
accorded him were commented upon 
by the candidate as being exceeding­ 
ly gratifying. 
A pleasing feature of 
the trip was the repeated calls for 
Mrs. Bryan, who shared In the hand­ 
shaking with her husband. 
She was 
overwhelmed with attention at every 
place where a stop was mad , and 
was the recipient of many handsome 
flftral pieces.

WORKINGS OF THE 


ICE STOCK POOL 


Revealed at Trial of Financier 


Morse in New York. 


New York, Oct. 21.—Evidence was 
Introduced at the joint, trial of Charles 
W. Morse, financier, and Alfred H. 
Curtis, former president of the de­ 
funct 'National Bank of North Amer­ 
ica, who are charged with conspiracy 
and violation of the national banking 
laws, which made it appear that in 
the eighteen months between June. 
1905, tnd November, 1907, the “Morse 
ice pool”—so known in financial cir­ 
cles—bought and sold stock of the 
American Ice company through fifty- 
nine brokers and operated 111 ac­ 
counts, slightly differentiated as to 
names, and that the pool brokers 
earned commissions during that period 
of upward of $1,000,000. 
Out of a maze of intricate figures 
prepared by National Bank Examiner 
Moxley, who has devoted consider­ 
able time to studying the alleged rec- 
oi ds of the ice pool, the lawyers for 
the prosecution succeeded in drawing 
this information. 
Mr. 
Moxley was 
asked to tabulate his figures, and 
atter a recess had been taken to give 
him time to do so, the tables—fifty4 
nine in number, or one for each bro 
ker—were placed on the records as 
evidence. 
John W. Gates, Charles M. Schwab, 
Isaac Guggenheim and other men 
well known in the financial world, 
were Interested In the pool. The 
transactions of the pool as described 
by Mr. Moxley showed that thousands 
upon thousands of shares of ice stock 
were dealt *in each month, but that 
the selling and buying, so the witness 
said, was almost entirely done by the 
pool’s 
own 
brokers. 
One 
hundred 
shares of stock, the witness said, 
would be sold to one broker by an­ 
other, and then sold to another bro­ 
ker, and so on, so that the stock ex­ 
change records would indicate that 
American Ice company stock was In 
great demand. The price would natur­ 
ally go up. 
Thus it appeared that in May, 1906. 
188,000 shares of ice stock bad been 
bought and sold, and in August of 
the same year 168,000 shares had been 
traded in. 
Mr. Moxley read his fig­ 
ures from each of the fifty-nine tabu­ 
lated sheets and endeavored to trace 
the various transactions so as to show, 
th# witness asserted, that “matched 
sales” were made. 
It was shown by Mr. Moxley’s list 
that the firm of John W. Gates & Co. 
had about a dozen accounts with the 
syndicate operating the pool, and that 
other brokerage houses operated sev­ 
eral accounts.

New Orleans, Oct. 21.—News of the 
killing of five men on the Panama 
canal zone by a dynamite explosion 
v as brought here by passengers on 
the steamer Cart ago from Colon.

neer in charre of a steam shovel; 
George Goodley. a craneman, and a 
pit foreman whose name was not 
learned, and two negroes The steam 
shovel struck a charge of dynamite 
which had failed to explode when 
planted. 


BLOWN DOWN BY TORNADO 


Grandstand Wrecked and Twenty-three 
Football Players Injured. 
Savannah, Mo., Oct. 21.—One foot­ 
ball player fatally injured and twenty- 
two others hurt, some of them se­ 
riously, is the result of an accident 
here when the grandstand at the bali 
park, In which the players had taken 
shelter, was blown down during a tor­ 
nado. 
All of the boys are high school stu­ 
dents and were at football practice. 
Walter Warner suffered concussion 
of the brain and was internally hurt. 
There la little hope for his recovery. 
All of the others suffered injuries 
about the body and severe sprains. 
All the doctors In town were called 
to attend the injured.
